The system used for classifying and filing the records of the 
Presidents Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy is 
the subject-numeric system. IndeudLng and cros3 referencing have been 
accomplished by using extra copies of documents either in whole or in 
part. 

Selected news clippings have been incorporated into the files 
according to subject matter. 

The records of the Commission are divided into four parts. 

Part one "Key Persons” contains records pertaining to the key 
individuals concerned in the assassination. Subjects on Lee Harvey 
Oswald have been separated into four primary categories in order to 
accommodate the division of work among members of the staff. 

Part two “Other Individuals and Organisations Involved or Inter- 
viewed” is a name file containing information on individuals ether 
than those listed as key persons j references to organizations for which 
separate subjects have not been established elsewhere in the classi- 
fication are also included in this file. 

Part three "Subjects" contains records relating to Cuba, Government 
Agencies Involved; Maps, Photos and Press Clippings of a general nature; 
the Presidential Commission, its administration and organization and 

functions; Protection of the President, the protective measures used

and recommendations for improving them; Public Comments and Inquiries 
contain comments, suggestions, criticisms and inquiries from the public 
both foreign and domestic. 



Part four "Reports" contains the source material received by 
the Commission for use in its investigation. Each report has been 
assigned as Commission Kamber. They are filed intact and arranged 

alphabetically by name of source and by commission number under the 
source. 

Coding Correspondence Cross Reference File 

In addition to the files mentioned above there is. a Cross 
Reference File containing the green copies of outgoing correspondence 
and cross reference sheets arranged alphabetically by name of addressee 
and which bear the subject classification of the correspondence. 

Reading File 

A reading file consisting of white copies outgoing correspondence 
and arranged in chronological order is also maintained. .
